And has this been the uniform Doétrine 
f the Craft/nian ? And are thefe now your real Sen- 
ments, Mr. D’Aevers? Sarely then you mutt think, 
hat new England, or-Eegland fince the Revolution, 1s 
referable to ald England; and if fo, I congratulate you 
ponthe Return of your Senfés. , 

For here you muit excufe me, if [ remind you, how 
jitterly enraged you ufed to be againft Mr. Osborne, tor 
alking thus favourably of the prefent Settlement, and 
prefuming to fay, that new England was better than the 

. Youcannot, I think, forget, that this was the 
reat Caufe of Contention between you, and the Foun- 

dation of all your Difputes about our antient and modern 
onfietution ; but, if you fhould have forgot it, pray 
rive yourfelf the Trouble to turn to your Paper of the 
bth of April, 173.4. there you will find, that the unpar- 
donable Offence given by Mr. Osborne, is objected to 
him, with fome Degree of Amazement, by your/e/f, in 
ne follewing Words : * That he made no Scruple to af- 
* fert, that the modern Conftitution was infinitely better 
‘ than the antient Conflitution ; and that new England, 
* or England fince the Revolution, is vaitly preferable to 
‘ old England, take it in any Point of ‘Time, from the 
* Saxons down to that glorious Period.’ 
Tuts, Sir, was then your Complaint againft Mr. 


Osborne, that he made no Ser uple to-prefer- the Revolu- . 


tion Settlement before our antient Conflitution. Agree- 
ably thereto you then took indefatigable Pains to evince 
the Erroneoufnefs of fuch a Judgment ; and are you at 
lait convinced that the Error was your own? And do 
you now make no Scrup/e to give the Preference to new 
England, to the modern Conftitution ? 

Aut this would be well, and we fhould rejoice in 
your Converfion, if your Sincerity might be depended 
upon ; but there is fuch an Appearance of Unfairnefs in 
your pretending to have been always of this Senument, 
or, at lealt, to forget that you were ever of another, 
that muft needs render your Reformation fufpetted: 

Anp this Dilingenuity is evident beyond Difpute, 
from your asking, Who hath ever faid, that the anticut 
Conjtitution was better in all Refpeéts than the modern ? 
Or, thatit was not confiderably improved in many, by 

Revolution? profeffing, at the fame time, that you 
always maintained the direct contrary. 

Now Mr. D’Apvers, fince it from hence appears, 
there is at prefent no greater Difference of Opinion 
en you and your Antagonift concerning the modern 
tution, than that one thinks it vaftfy preferable to 

© antient Conftitution, and the other owns that it is 


cmfderably improved; fo there is all Reafon to hope, 


that you and your Adverfaries may in this Point at laft 
agrees or to {peak elegantly, coaldite: In the mean 

cg rs rae of the Truth of what you advance, 
when yoo tell us that you ever p fuch a 
Opinion of ‘the Revolution, and ache. Catone 
you will give me Leave to offer a Comparifon that yout 
maiterly Hand drew between the amtient and the pre/ent 
Conflitution ; by which it will appear to the Conviction 
of every Reader, how ftrenuowfly you have always 
maintained the confiderable Improvements which, you fay, 
our anticnt Conflitution has received from the Rewolu- 
tion. 

You call it a fort State of the Café between our 
antient and modern Confitution; and your Words are 
thefe: * * Under. our antient Conftitution the People 
* were out of Debt, and but moderately tax’d : Under 
‘ our modern Conftitution we are loaded with fifty Mil- 

lions, as Well as very high Duties on moft of the Ne- 
* ceflaries of Life. Under our antient Conftitution the 
‘ People were try’d only by a Jury : Under our modern 
Conititution, in all Cates of Excife, and in many 
other Refpects, they are convicted by arbitrary Com- 
miffioners and Judges, without any Jury whatfoever. 

Jnder our antient Conflitution, every Man’s Hou'‘e 
was his Caftle, and neither a'Lord, nor the King 
himfelf could enter it without the Matter’s Leave : 
Under the modern Conftitution, every petty Excife- 
man hath Powe; to enter, rummage, . and fearch 
Houfes at his own Will and Pleafure, by Night as 
well as by Day. By our anticnt Conttitution the 
King had no Guards nor ftanding Armies, befides the 
Hearts of his Subjects : Under our modern Conititution 
we have feen a numerous Army at Home, and have 
paid for another Abroad in ‘Time of profound Peace. 
By our antient Conttitution, the People had an Elec- 
tion Of Reprefentatives every Year. By the modern 
Coriftitution, only once in feven Years ; Under our 
antient Conftitution, the Reprefentatives of the People 
received Wages from thofe who chole them, and from 
them only, which made them regard the Intereft of 
their Electors, and act according to their Inftructions. 
What hath been the Pradtice under our modern mini/}e- 
rial Conftitution, the Records of Parliament demon- 
ftrate. By the antient Conftitution, the King and 
the People, when joined, were more powerful than 
the Lords, and the King and the Lords, when united, 
were more powerful than the Commons ; and the 
Lords and Commons united, were more powerful 
than the King; fo that the Balance of Power was 
kept ina due Equilibrium by thefe various Checks ; 
but under the modern Conftitution, | leave it to be con- 
fidered, whether a wicked Minifter, who hath a 
ftanding Army of Officers and Penfioners at his De- 
votion, may not eafily invade the Rights of the King 
as well as the Freedom of both Houfes of Parliament, 
and in the Room of our antient Con/itution fet up a 
minifterial Power, and ufurp the Government of the 
whole Kingdom.’ 

I need not make any Comment on this Piéture, nor 
fhall I enter into the Falfhood of the Drawing, which 
has long ago been amply expofed; but the beautiful 
Contraft between our antient Conftitution, and our modern, 
minierial Conftitution, as delineated by Mr. D* Anvers, 
abundantly fatisfies for the Purpofe I have brought it, 
to evince the many confiderable Improvements which the 
Craft/marfays he has always maintained, that the an- 
tient Conftitution received from the Revolution. 

I muft here obferve, to the further Illuitration of Mr. 
D’ Anvers’s Candour and Veracity, that while in order 
to difgrace the Revolution Settlement, he has taken the 
Liberty to lug into the Controverfy our Army, our 
Debts, and our Taxes, tho’ they are no Parts of our 
Conftitution: He has not ferupled to cen{ure others for 
reprefenting religious Bondage as a Defect in our antient 
Conftitution, and to treat that accurfed fpiritual Tyranny, 
which our Forefathers groaned under, as foreign to the 
Comparifon between the Antient and the modern Confi- 
tution, under Pretence that they were Slaves by Faith, 
and that there was no room for Liberty of Con/cience, 
becaufe they were not divided: But is this true? No, 
Wickliffe and his Followers fhall confute him ; the Afhes 
of thofe Martyrs that perifhed in the Flames, — 
fore the Reformation, fhall be Evidence againft 
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* Craftfman, April 6, 1734- 


The Tyranny that was then eftablihed would, in all 
, have for ever prevented any Reformation, 
had not the Paffions of an Abfolute Prince ftrangely 
concurred to produce that happy Event. But we cannot 
be ata Lofs to difcover why thefe mock Patriots have no 
Quarrel with religions Tyranny; we know with whom 
they are leagned ; we forget not the Patrons of the 
Schifm Bill; wor thall we wonder that fuch Men can. re- 
concile evil Liberty with /piritual Bondage ; nor fhall we 
think it at all unnatural, that the Advocates of every 
tyrannical Reign fhould be the Revilers of the Prefene.

Confiantinople, Fuly 28. 


T appears, from the feveral Accounts of the late 
Battle in Perfia, that the Lofs of the Turks is not 

fo confiderable as was at firft given out, nor the Confe- 
uences fo fatal as was apprehended, it being obferved, 
t great Part of the ‘l'roops that were difperfed, or 
thought to be Prifoners, are finte come into the Army, 
which is encamped under the Bafhaw Achmet, near 
Erzerum; and they add, that the {aid Bafhaw is not 
only in a Condition to hinder the Progrefs of Kovli- 
Kan, but even to venture a fecond Engagement with 
him. Thefeare the Relations that are grven out here 
by the Porte, with a View, as tis not doubted, to pa- 
cify the People, who are ftill in a Ferment. But Mot- 
withitanding all the Care of the Government, the :In- 
habitants of this City are not yet recovered from their 
Coniternation, which was fo great on account of the 
Defeat of the Ottoman Army. In (hort, théreare fo 
many Malecontents, fuch Murmurings, and fo great is 
the Apprehenfion of a popular Inmiurrettion, that all 
poffible Precautions are taken to prevent it. The 
Grand Seignior often-goes out in the Night-time, with 


a numerous Guard, to vifit the principal Quarters of 


the City, and to hinder any feditious Afflembiies of the 
Populace ; and he has ordered the Captain Bathaw, or 
Great Admiral, to repair hither with fome Troops. 

Petersburg, Aug. 26. We are affured, that Orders 
are fent to the Velt-Marthal the Count de Munich, to 
afiemble an Army of 60,005 Men, upon the firft News 
he hears that the Tartars have committed any Ditorder 
upon the Emprefs’s Territories ; which ‘Troops being 
all ready in her Dominions, there will be no Occtafion 
to recall one Soldier from Poland; and in cafe of a 
Rupture, they will march to befiege Afoph, the Artil- 
lery for that Expedition being in a Readineis. 

Berlin, Sept. vo. The Princefs, Confort to the Prince 
Royal, is inconfolable for the fudden Death of her Fa- 
ther, the Duke of Brunfwick Wolfembuttle, who kept 
his Bed but three Days ; for he fell fick the 31 of lait 
Month, and died on the 3d Inftant. The King came 
hither laft Wednefday from Potidam, to comfort her, 
and returned again next Day.

With that Newth took up A 
Cribbige-board, and with it ftruck her over the Head, 
following it with a Blow on the Breaft, with which the 
Deceafed fell to the Ground, when he withdrew him- 
felf from her, and as he was withdrawing, the De- 
ceafed cry’d out, Murder! Murder! Upon which he 
returned and faid, If you want Marder, I will give 
you Murder ; fo ftamp’d upon her two or three ‘Times, 
and fhe never {poke afterwards. The Surgeon depos’d, 
he took out of the Deceafed’s Belly five Pints of con- 
gealed Blood. The Prifoner in his Defence, endea- 
voured to prove, the Deceafed fell down Stairs with a 
Pail of Water, and fo hurted herfelf, that the {pit 
Blood for feveral Days after ; which Hurt was the Oc- 
cafion of the Blood in her Belly, and of her Death. 


rel, the Deceafed ftumbled over his Feet, being puth’d 
by the Evidence, and fell againft the Corner of a ‘Table, 
and received fach Hurt, that in all Probability it might 
haften her Death, &c. and aftera Trial of four Hours 
and a Quarter, and the Jury out one Hour and 40 
Minutes, he was found Guilty of Wilful Murder. 
He own'd upon his Trial, that he ftruck the Deceafed 
over the Head with the Cribbige-board, and when fhe 
was down, he did not know but he might kick her in 
the Hip or Thigh. : 

Bennet the Watchman, was indiéted for the Murder 
of one Wanfley, by knocking him down with the 
Brafs End of his Staff as he ftood in the River near the 
Shore on Temple-Backs; with which Blow the De- 
ceafed funk dowa in the Water, and was drowned.

»ceafed endeavoured to ftab feveral of the Purfuers before 
he took to the Water, and the Prifoner proving himfelf 
to be a mild, inoffenfive Man, &c. &c. &c. the Jury 
brought in their Verdict, Manflaughter. 

Jane Scammell, Servant to Mrs. Hazell, in Caftle- 
ftreet, was found guilty of robbing her faid Miftrefs to 
the Value of 40s. When fhe was taken yp, and ex- 
amined before the Magiftrates, the fwore, That one 
Thomas Tilley, Margaret Scammell her Mother, and
